A i Bacon, Chancellor Oxensteirn, Bonaparte, Talleyrand, and Sheri- 

f dan have to bear the burden of by far the greatest number of 
popular apopthegms ; though, if we were to take the trouble to 
trace the pithy sayings to their source, it would probably be found 
that antiquity had supplied the raw material, the foundation idea, 
the world being merely indebted to the responsible wits for 
fashioning it into a shape agreeable to the taste of the times. We 
are surprised that a spirit of justice—a respect for the reputation 
of the great men, who are held accountable for many of the 
maxims that have become “ household words,” has not inspired 
Some devoted student with a desire to put the saddle on the right 
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ae k for it Must be confessed that many of the most bril- 
eiL aes in common use reflect but little honour upon the in- 
tithid pat the men to whom they are ascribed. The well- 
itla the a in many cases conceals the fallacy of the doctrine : 
leads hi a ; ed surface that dazzles the every-day beholder, and 
lump of fan off as pure ore that which is, in plain truth, but a

Atradicted by all historical experience. 
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If the spirits of Bacon or Oxensteirn could revisit the earth, they 
would at once repudiate, on behalf of their former principals in the 
flesh, so ridiculous a notion. When did men ever govern—in other 
words, ever exercise—an irresponsible sway, if a woman was at the 
head of affairs? Was it in the time of Queen Mary, or glorious 
Queen Bess, Queen Christina, Catherine of Russia, or good Queen 
Anne? Is the influence of the rougher sex paramount now-a- 
days with the clear-headed (but constitutional) Victoria on the 
British throne, the self-willed Maria on the throne of Portugal, 
and the emancipated Isabella on that of Spain? So far from the 
free exercise of the gubernatorial power being the privilege of 
ministers when the sceptre is in female hands, we find every day 
that their task is one of peculiar difficulty from the continual ca- 
prices, ebullitions of temper, and personal antipathies or predilec- 
tions of the occupants of the throne, When men reign, women 
often govern; for sovereigns rarely keep. their passions in due 
subjugation to their reason, and think the smiles of a mistress 
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cheaply purchased at any sacrifice of national happiness. A score 
of instances will occur to every educated reader in illustration of 


this truth. ' 


But if female sovereigns have exercised a control over their 
ministers, and appeared to enjoy an unfettered sway, they have 
not always been free from an influence as dangerous, perhaps, as 
any that could be employed to warp fair purposes and divert 
worthy intentions. The influence of the female portion of the 
household, the power of a confidante, has often perilled the posi- 
tion of a minister, or procured the accomplishment of political 
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objects injurious to the popular interest. Not very many years 
ago a British premier,was reported to insist upon the nomination 
of the ladies of the bed-chamber. He knew how much the “ word 
in season,” dropped during the confidences of the toilette or the 
privacy of the boudoir, might make or mar him. Itis in Spain, 
however, that this back-stairs influence, this “imperium in im- 
perio,” has existed in the greatest force. The Camarilla is noto- 
riously the spring of monarchical action’ in Iberia. Camera 
signifies the chamber, and Camarilla the cabinet of parasites and 
flatterers, whom the sovereign receives there, and by whose 
gossip, dark hints, innuendos, or direct advice, he suffers himself to 
be guided. History presents us with innumerable instances of the 
sway of the Camarilla. Alphonso the Wise, Ferdinand IV., 
Peter the Cruel, John IL, Henry IV., Philip IT., Philip IV., and 
Philip V., the second and fourth Charleses, and Ferdinand VIL, 
were all the slaves of queen mothers, monks, renegades, and 
valets, ‘The minority of Queen Isabella, rather than her choice,

made her the victim of a Camarilla formed by the pernicious 


Christina, At the head of this mischievous clique was the Mar- 
chioness of Santa Cruz, who filled the office of Camarera mayor, 
or superintendent of the royal household. Exercising the office 
of governess to the young Queen, she had acquired a dominion 
over her which made her Majesty a puppet in her hands, so long 
as the Queen Mother was at hand to uphold the intrigues and 
arrogance of the marchioness ; but the moment Isabella was fairly 
relieved of the incubus of Christina’s presence, she boldly seized 
the first opportunity of punishing her tyrannical Camerara’s in- 
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volence by dismissal; and it is this incident that our artist has 
endeavoured to portray. 

We augur a happy issue to the courageous act of ejection. The 
marchioness, unlike Lady Lyttleton or the Duchess of Nor- 
thumberland, had become the centre of a vicious system of 
espionage and thraldom, and employed power thus acquired for 
evil purposes, Through her, Olozaga was exiled, and Serrano 
ordered out of the cabinet; her expulsion has led to the recall of 
one, and the retention of the other. How far her Majesty may 
succeed in preserving an independence so valuable to her unhappy 
country, and so important to her own happiness, remains to be 
seen. We can but wish her well, for the weight of British counsel 
is slight indeed at Madrid; and intrigue, which might give us 
power, is happily repugnant alike to our minister, Mr. Bulwer, 
and the nation he has the honour of representing.

HOUSE OF LORDS.— Monpay, APRIL 19. 


The Marquis of WESTMEATH drew the attegtion of the Government to the ex- 
eciition of a woman on Saturday last, at Bury St. Edmund's, for the crime of 
murder, which execution was condu‘ted in a manner so revolting that cries of 
tt Shame!" and ‘* Murder !” arose from the m ‘Ititudes assembled to witness the 
dreadful spectacle. The Noble Marquis expressed a hope that the Secretary of 
State for the Home Denartment w uld make i- quiry into the circumstances of 
this execution.— The Marquis ef LANspowNE agreed that it was necessary that 
ex»cutions should be conducted with the greatest possible solemnity, and pro- 
mised that the Secretary of State would ex mine into the matter,

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


The first hour and a half of the sitting was occupied in the presentation of 
petitions, principally in reference to the education grant. On the motion of Mr. 
Greene. it was ordered that the Honse would not receive any petition against a 
railway Bill, after Monday the 34 of May next, unless the petitioners complain of 
any matter which may have arisen durin: the progress of the Bill before the 
committe on the Bil, and hat from and after that day the committee of ¢ assifi- 
cation mag refer to the chairman of the commit'ee of ways and means, and the 
m im pete ordered to bring in such unopposed Bills as they shall deem it desirable 
o reler 

Lord J. RUsseLL, in answer to Mr. Ferrann, stated that it was his intention to 
bring the subject of the English poor-law forward in the ensuing week, The 
Noble Lord, also. in answer to Sir B. Hart, with reference to rumours that ar- 
rangements had been made between the G -vernment and the Weslevan commit- 
tee for the purnos- of setting aside their opposition to the education grant, stated 
that the c:mmunications with the Wesleyan body on the subject of the minutes 
of the council of eincacos were originated, not by any person authorised by the 
Government, bit by Lord Ashley, who, having been given to understand that 
they, wer» about to enter into a resolution hostile to the minutes suggested that 
that body had better learn from the Government whether they had put a proper 
construction upon them. The communication was made through the secretary 
of the committee of council, and the answer of himself and Lord Lansdowne to 
the first question was, that persons holding eccl: siasti al fonctions would not be 
eligible to the office of p pil teachers ; to the second, that the cases in which they 
would give assistance to schools would be with reference to those schools inwhi h 
competent provision would be mave for the instruction of children, the aah 
reading of a portion of the Scriptures forming part of that instruction. by whic 
it was meant that the authorised version sho ‘ld be used, To the next question, 
as regarded inspectors, they were informes that the Government were prepared 
to choose a pers n to inspect their schools, who shou'd only be appointed by the 
concurrence of the Wesleyan boty; and that the committee of e'neation of thot 
bady should have the same power of expressing their opinion, and of having their 
concurrence and leave asked before inspectors were appointed to th ir schools, as 
was enjoyed by the British and Foreign -chool Society. He was not aware that 
any grants had been made to Roman Catholic scheols exclusively, though grants 
might have been made to schools where the authorised version of Scriptures was 
used, and Roman Catholics may have attended them, but not otherwise, When 
the Roman Catholic bisho s should express their views on the subject, then 
would be the time for the Government to consider, whether these grants could in 
any wav be extended to that body ; and he trusted the time would arrive, when, 
after due delibera:ion and consideration, they might propose to the House grants 
to the Roman Ca‘holics for the purposes of education, as well as to Protestants ; 
Dit as regarded the presen’ vote, no portion of it was intended to be applied to 
such schools, The Noble Lord then proce ded, in an etaborate speech of more 
than two hours’ duration, to propound ths views of the Govern nent on the 
g neral question —Mr. T. Duncomne followed: moving as «n amendment, which 
was s-conded by Lord Duncan, that, previous to the grant being made, a select 
committee be appointed to fr quire into the justice and expediency of the proposed 
scheme, and its probable expense; also, as to whether the regulations attached 
thereto do not confer an undue influence on the crown, invade the constitutional 
functions of Parliament, and interfere with the religious convictions and civil 
rights of the people,—Sir R. INctis and Mr. MACAULAY strongly supported the 
grant, which was opposed by Mr. ROEBUCK, at the conclusion of whose speech 
the debate was adjourned. 


HOUSE OF LORDS —Tuespay, APRIL 20. 

The Mutiny Bill, the Marine Mutiny Bill, and the Indemvity Rill were sever- 
ally read a third time and passed. On the motion for the third reading of the 
firstenamed Bill, Lord Brovawam made a speech on the subject of transporta- 
tion, and uttered a vehement tirade against the Government for having abolished 
transportation.—The Earl Grey denied that the Government had abolished 
transportation, and reprimanded the Noble and Learned Lord for bis habit of 
speaking in and ont of season, with reason and without reason, wt ether he had 
anything to say, or nothing to say, under all circumstances, upon all occasions, 
for the sole purpose of hearing the sweet sound of his own voice.—Lord BROUGHAM 
arose a second time, and the Earl of Surrouk called the Noble and Learned Lord 
to order.— Lord KrovuGuAM reminded the Noble Earl that their Lordships were 
not in the habit of attending to order. He then, with the air of offenied inno- 
cence, insisted that he spoke seldomer than any other Peer, that he was always 
strictly in order, and that he invariably spoke relevantly to the question under 
gonederatton. These several averments created much amazement, and more 
aughter. 

The Marquis of Westmeati postponed to Friday his resolution relative to the 
imposition of further burdens and responsibilities on Irish landlords. 

Tne Fever (Ireland) Bill was read a second time. 

The Marquis of Westmpata moved the second reading of the Waste Lands 
(Ireland) Bill, and stated the necessite that existed for giving the Irish landlords 
the same power over their estates as is possessed by landlords in Rngland and 
Scotland. The Noble Marquis also explained the chief provisions of his Bill.— 
The Lorp CuanceLLor opposed the Bill, which he contended was badly framed, 
and the provisions of which would be totally ovsba bb to ensure justice to all 
the parties. It would exaggerate existing evils, and confer powers not possessed 
by either English or Scotch landlords.—Lord Beaumont illustrated the helpless 
state of the Irish landlords by citing the condition of the most powerful of tand- 
lords, the Crown. In oneinstance the Crown, by its agent, the Board of Works, 
was landlord of lands from-which, since 1837 to the present, nota shilling of rent 
had heen received, whilst numbers squatted on it, multiplied, wasted, committed 
assaults, and put at defiance all Jegal process. In addition to the non-payment 
of the rent, the Crown, in this instance, had to beir the loss of 4002, law costs, 
fruitiessly expended in obtaining the fair rights of proprietorship over these lands. 
The Noble Lord urged the Governnent to introduce some measure to give to 
Trish landlord» due dominion aver their estates.—Lord CAMPBELL opposed the 
Bill; and Lord MONTEAGLE, whilst enforcing the necessity of some legislative 
enactment on the subject, recommended the Marquis of Westmeath to withdraw 
it.—The Noble Marquis withdrew his Bill. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Lord Jonn RUSSELL obtained leave to bring in a Bill for amending several Acts 
for the appointment of Ecclesiastical Commiesioners for England, 

Leave was given to Mr, WAKLEY to bring ina Bill for the revistration of legally 
qua ified practitioners in medicine, and to amend the laws relating to the practice 
of medicine in Great Britain and Ireland. 

A great many petitions against the education minutes of Council, and several 
jn favour of them, were presented.—The adjourned debate on the order of the 
day to go into committee of supply on the education vote, and Mr. T. Duncombe’s 
amendment thereto, was resumed by Mr. Ewarr, who objected to making the 
schoolmaster a teacher of religion, and gave it as his opinion, that the condition 
of the schoolmaster would not be materially elevated by retiring pensions and 
occasional allowances. He had several objections to the scheme, but, as be 
agreed with many portions of it, he could not vpte for the amendment.—Mr. 
Ewart was followed by Lord ARUNDEL, Mr, SEYMER, Lord SAnpon, Mr. Borri- 
WICK, and Sir G. Grey, in favour of the proposition, which was opposed by Sir 
C. Napier, Mr. AGLIONBY. Mr. Gtspoane, and Mr. HINDLEY.— Lord MorreTH 
defended the resolution which the G vernment had adopted, He rejoiced that 
the principle of non-interference by the State in the education of the people had 
received only a partial and hesitating appsoval in that Hose. There were as 
usual three courses which might have been taken on this question, The exclu- 
sive scheme, in which a particular method of teaching according to the doctrines 
of the Established Church would b» enforced ; to such a scheme he could be no 

arty. A uniform scheme of education, without any religions teaching, might 
nae been taken up; but such a plan would not meet the support of Parliament, 
pi much less of the people. It then only remained forthe Government toadopt 
one rijik they bad resolved on, The Noble Lord, in conclusion, regretted the 
MAA Wars ofera by Dissenters to the educational proposition of the Govern- 
mised thar thavey they might embitter the discussion of the question, he pro- 
tha Mintea pa b nid dt efforts would surely fail.— Mr. Bricut,vehemently opposed 
regaed:hi education, as a zealous and. determined Nonconformist.

Mr. Fietpen moved the order of the ed for bringing up the report of the 
Factories Bill. — Mr, TRELAWNEY opposed the Bill, which he designated a gross 
interference with the freedom of labour.—Mr. Hume moved as an amendment, 
that the report be received that day six months,—Mr, M. Puiuirs and Mr. W. 
Brown opposed the Bill,—Mr. P. Howard supported it as a fair experiment to 
equalise labour.—Mr. B. Escorr denounced the Bill as one intended on the one 
hand to gratify the notions of false humanity, and on the other to inflict a spite 
upon the manufacturers.— Mr. FERRAND, Mr, Montz, and Sir De L. Evans sup- 
ported the Bill; Mr. TANCRED opposed it.—Lord Joan RUssELL considered ex- 
perience to be in favour of an eleven hours limitation, but regretted that the 
House had inserted a clause for the hmiting the period of labour to ten hours. 
Still the insertion of the ten hours clause would not induce him to withdraw his 
sunport from a measure which it might be necessary to consider in a future 
session ~ Mr. Rogpuck charged the Noble Lord with unstatesmanlike cond ct 
in reference to this Bill. ‘The House divided, and there were, for the amend- 
ment, 46; against it, 104: majority against the amendment, 58. 

Mr. W. Brown moved the insertion of a clause to give to such occupiers of 
mills as could not reap the fuil benefit of working their mills, by reason of the 
contraction of the hours of labour, a right to an abatement of their rent. With- 
drawn. 

Mr. Leaper moved the insertion of a clause to permit the manufacturers to 
work over-time to compensate them for losses caused by the derangement of 
their machinery. 

The House divided :—For the clause, 31 ; against it, 94: majority against the 
clause, 63 The report of the Factories Bill was then received. 

Mr. B. Escorr recommended Mr. Fielden to move for a call of the House, in 
order that the collective opinion of the whole House might be obtained upon the 
question of the third reading of the bill.—Mr. Firtpen declined to accept the 
Hon, Member's recommendation.—Lord G. BENTINCK suggested that the Go- 
vernment should give an assurance that the Bill should go up to the other House 
in time to obtain ample discussion before the dissolution of Parliament.—Sir G. 
Grey would not take upon himself to give any such assurance. Ultim tely the 
third reading of the Factories Bill was set down for Friday, with the understand- 
ing that on that day an early time would be fixed for taking the discussion upon 
thet stage of the Bill. 

The Life Insurances Bill was read a second time, 

The Naval Prisons Bill passed through committee, and received several 
amendments, after considerable discussion,

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HISTORIC REGISTER. 


Tur Navy or Franxce.—The “ Constitutionnel,” respecting the 
French navy, says :— We present an account of the situation of our 
maritime forces, compared with what they were on the Ist of Janu- 
ary, 1846. At the litter date our fleet of sailing ships was composed 
of 142 vessels, namely 8 men of war, 14 frigates, 25 corvettes, 32 
brigs, 40 light vessels 23 transports, On the Ist of Januarv, 1847, 


the number of armed vessels was 136, viz. 7 men of war, 15 frigates,” 


24 corvettes, 31 brigs, 37 light vessels, 22 transports. Thus our 
forces have diminished by 1 man of war, ] corvette, 1 brig, 3 light 
vessels, and 1 transport. Last year our floating navai artillery 
amounted to 2544 guns; this year it consists only of 2525. Let us 
not forget that in our navy forces are not only useful for the imme- 
diate protection of our political and commercial interests, but that 
they serve to exercise the sailors, and to increase the number of men 
who are subjected to the maritime Inscription. In this point of view 
the maintenance in the ports, in addition to the armed vessels, of a 
certain number of ships In commission, is very important. Maore- 
over, ships in commission offer a guarantee to the country against 
unforeseen eventualities. Now, in 1846, we had in commission 10 
men of war, 9 frigates, and 8 vesse!s of inferior rank. In 1847 we 
have in that situation only 7 men of war, 6 frigates, and 6 inferior 
vessels, Lastly, the total number of our sailing vessels, including 
the armed ships, the ships in Commission, and those disarmed in the 
ports, is 221. Last year it was 228. ‘Thus the fleet had Jost on the 
Ist of January, 1847, on the effective of the preceding year, 1 frigate, 
1 corvette, 1 brig, 6 transpor.s, and it had only gained 2 light vessels. 
The steam flee {has made no progress, although the number armed isa 
little greater than last year. Ț In 1846 we had 63 steam.vessels armed. 
In 1847 there have been 66, including the Caraibe, of 450, which has 
just perished on the coast of Africa. _ There remain, then, 65 armed 
steam-vessels, that is, two More than in 1846, Now, this smail aug- 
mentation is only fictitious. In fact, last year we had eight steam 
frigates of the first class In Commission in the ports. This year there 
are not more than five, and this number is about to be reduced to 
four by the arming of the Eldorado, which, it is said, is to replace the 
Caraibe. [hus we have lost in commission the double of what we 
have gained in armed vessels.” It must not be forgotten, however, 
that a special law, voted for the execution of the convention substi- 
tuied for the right of visit, enriched the navy with 9,000,C00 francs 
for the construction of vessels for cruising on the coast of Africa, and 
that steam vessels do not replace vessels in military strength. | ‘Two 
steamers of the first rank added ‘o our means of defence cannot cer- 
tainly compensate in this respect for the man vof war that has been 
disarmed.

Mınpresex Sessions. — On Tuesday these sessions commenced 
be'ore Mr. Sergeant Adams, and the usual bench of magistrates. 
l'he calendar contains a list of seventy-one prisoners, sixty of whom 
are charged with felony, and the remainder with assaults, misde- 
meanours. &c. ‘The grand jury having been sworn. the assistant- 


judge delivered an address to them, in the course of which he alluded 


to the rumour: d intention of the legislature to abolish the punish- 
ment of tran-portation —a subject that had recently occupied. a 
considerable share of the public attention, and on which several per- 
sons who were conversant with the matter had published their 
opi ions with reference to the effects of the existing system. , The 
subject was one of which judicially he had no means of forming an 
opinions His duty was to administer the law as he found it. Those, 
however, who had an opportunity of judging, co sidered that the 
present system of transportation had a most demoralising cffect, and 
that while it was continued the reformation of offenders was altogether 
hopeless. After some further remarks on this subject, the learned 
assistant Judge cismissed the grand jury to their room.

MarvLEBoNE Vestry.—On Saturday the Rev. Dr. Spry having 
taken the chair, and the general parochial- business having been. dis- 
posed of, Mr. Garrett, at the head of a numerous deputation, entered 
the vestry room with an address fiom the parochial commitiee, 
“which recommended a deputation to government, opposing the 
Health of Towns ill, a conference of the metropolitan parochial 
boards, and interviews with the members of par iament in order to 
secure the defeat of the most objectionable and unjustifianle measure 
‘hat had ever been proposed, Mr. G. Daniel moved the adoption of 
the address, and h*ving statistically proved that those portions of the 
parish under the government of the vestry were better regulated ina 
sanatory point of view, and at a cheaper rate, than those under the 
control of the Woods and Forests, denounced the exemption of the 
city from the effects of the Bill as a cowardly act, and denounced 
the bill itself as the substitution of nomination, patronage, and plural 
vo ing. for the repre-entative ard e ec-ive principles. Sir P. Laurie 
seconded the,motion, and said that the government would make the 
bill a medium for obtaining appointments and pensions for their re- 
latives and friends, Mr. Laurie, the city pleader, recommended the 
vestry not to let the erroneous opinion of their being opposed to the 
objects of the measure go abroad, for they only found fauit with its 
machinery. Sir B. Hall, Bart., M. P., promised to give the Bill his 
most determined opposition, and although not authorised to say so, 
he might with confidence state that the Lill would not be persevered 
in during the present session, and he was fully satisfied that in its 
present shape it would never pass into law. He assured the vestry, 
that since the introduction of the measure so numerous Were the 
applications to him for his interest to obtain situations under it, that 
he had to employ a person to open and read his letters, Sir Charles 
Napier, M.P., also promised to join his hon. colleague in opposing 
the Bill, He was convinced that the city of London was exempted 
from its provisions jest offence might be given to the electors, aud 
Lord John Russell should thereby be turned out of the representa- 
tion. The motion was then carricd, and the meeting adjourned, 

Printers’ Pension Sociery.—The annual dinner of the Printers’ 
Pension Society took place on ‘Tuesday at the London Tavern, Luke 
James Hansard, Esq., presided. The usual loyal toasts having been 
disposed of, the chairman proposed success to the Stationers’ Com- 
pany, a toast which was received with much cheering. ‘The chair- 
man then rose, and in proposing the toast of the evening, namely, 
“ The Printers’ Pension Society,” observed that it was a society the 
prosperity of which it was the object of the present meeting to pro- 
mote. Its aim was to help old and disabled printers, and to rescue 
them from that poverty which their inability to work would entail 
upon them, and not only them, but their widows, Lord Dudley 
Stuart proposed the health of the chairman, and he took that oppor- 
tunity of stating that he was rejoiced to find the society so fluussning 
as it then was; expressing his astonishment that it was so little 
known to the public at large. ‘The public could not, he added, do 
without the printers. Mr, Hansard returned thanks, and. several 
other toasts having been drunk, the company retired. ‘The total 
amount of subscriptions announced was 321. 16s., inciuding a list 
of subscriptions from lady authoresses, handed in by Lord D. Coutts 
Stuart, amounting to 35/. 16s. 6d. Prince Albert Sent a donation of 
25/., and consented to be the patron of the society. We tind from 
the report of this society, that its funded property ‘amounts to pearly 
45841, 5 its income for the Jast year arising from interest of the above 
sum, donations, and subscriptions was upwards of 1000., of which 
5271. was divided amongst pensioners; the sum of 400 having been 
funded, 

SHE Wootwicnu Coxvicrs.—The inquiry which has been recently 
carried on at Woolwich, on board the Justitia and Warrior convict 
hulks, into the condition and treatment of the pri oners, before Cap.

‘The secretary read 
the report of the society, which is under the patronage of their Ma- 
jesties the Queen and Queen Dowager, by which it appeared that 
more than 500 blind persons have been taught to read in the society's 
schools, which at present contain 67 pupi!s. Phe funds were in a 
flourishing state, the balance in hand on the 31st of December, 1846, 
being 59.. From the crowded state of the present institution, and 
the numerous applications for admission, which are necessarily re- 
fused, the committee feel called on to erect a suitable building for 
the schools of the society. A suitable site has been selected in the 
Avenue Road, the whole expense for which would not exceed 4000/. 
The contributions to this fund do not at present exceed 1300/, and 
liberal donations are therefore earnestly solicited by the committee. 
The report proceeds to state that the pupils are instructed in music, 
basket work, fancy needle work, &e., and that, above all, sound re- 
ligious instruction is made the basis of the society's educational pro- 
ceedings, ‘Thanks having been voted to the noble and reverend 
chairman, the meeting separated. 

Catminat Court Fers.—'lhe Secretary for the Home Depart- 
ment has notified to the Court of Aldermen, that he has instructed 
the magistrates of the metropolitan police district not to allow certi- 
ficates to policemen for their attendance, and to take care that in 
no matter whatever they shali directly or indirectly receive any 
personal benefit. This will effect a considerable saving of the county 
rate, besides making the policemen less anxious to get every culprit 
committed to the sessions, by exaggerated representations of his 
ingenuity, his general character, desperate associates, &C. 

Loss or rue T'weep.—lIt is the intention of the committee of 
Lloyd's, with reference to the noble and disinterested conduct of 
Captain Camp, of the Spanish brig Emilio, in rescuing the survivors 
of the crew and passengers of the [weed steamer, to recommend to 
the subscribers ia general meeting to bestow upon him the honorary 
medal of the establishment, in silver; and to Don Vila Verde, his 
mate, the honorary medal, in bronze, and a sum of money to the crew 
of the Emilio, as a mark of their approbation of the heroic and ge- 
nerous conduct displayed by those persons on the occasion of the 
wreck of the Tweed steamer. It will be remembered that Lord John 
Russell announced last week, in the House ot Com nons, the luten- 
tion of the Government to present the gallant captain with the sum 
of 500/ , as a reward for his noble services. 

Hearth or tue Merrovoits. — The official return of deaths re- 
gistered in the week ending Saturday last indicates that the ae 
tality of the metropoiis is still higher than usual at this aeason Of 
the year. ‘The deaths from all causes were 981, the weekly pyerane 
of the spring quarter being 914, while the corr sponding weeks o 
seven preceding years gave as a mean 909 As compared however 
with the previous week, the return exhibits a marked improvement 
in the state of public healih, which may be attribu ed to the wea her 
having assumed a somewhat less wintry aspect than at the bezinning 
of the present month. Diseases of the lungs and of the other organs 
most liable vo be unfavourably affected by the coldness of the atmo- 
sphere have decreased, abhough bro ichitis sull appears conspicuously 
above the average in the return. Epidemic and contagious dis ases 
have also diminished, and the mortality from this class o' complaints 
is now excecdingly low. The mean temperature of the week (42 6) 
was nearly 5 degrees below that of the previous week, and 54 deg. 
below the average, 
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Liverroor.—We regret to announce the death of Mr.. W. Night- 
ingale, one of the proprietors of the “ Liverpool Chronicle, al his 
residence, Sydney Road, Pranmere, about midnight on Friday. 
Mr. Nightingale has been connected with the press of Lancashire 
all-his life, and few men in his sphere were More respected, About 
him there was an utter absence ot affectation, and to anything in the 
shape of personal vanity: be was a total stranger. His bonhommie 
made him popular in the circle in which he moved, and those who 
knew him best loved and respected him most. 

Waxmunsren.—On Monday, the 12th inst., some persons, as they 
were passing the bank of a miil-pond near the church, perceived 
something in the water. - Curiosity prompted them to see what It 
was, when, on turning it over, to their no smali amazement they 
found that it was the body of an aged man, with a razor clenched in 
his hand, his throat most frightfully cut, and: his clothes red with 
blood. ‘They immediately got the body out of the water, but whilst 
they were so doing they were amazed at finding another party under 
the man. lhe latter was a youth about twenty years of age. | Both 
bodies were removed, and an inquiry set on foot to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, who they were and how they met with their deaths. After 
some trouble it was learned that the elder deceased was a man named 
Matthew King, a pensioner, about fifty years of age, who used to 
work in the meadow as an agricultural Javourer, and the younger 
person was his son. The coroner having been apprised of the cir- 
cumstance, an inquest was held on the two bodies. he witnesses 
were of opinion that, during a fit of insanity, the father had cut his 
throat with a razor, and the son, seeing him in the act of so doing, had 
endeavoured to prevent him, and that during the scuffle he had fallen 
into the pond, and the other, on accomplishing his object, had fallen 
into the water upon him. ‘The jury, in the absence of other evi 
dence, returned a verdict, “ ‘That the son was found drowned, but 
that the father destroyed his own life during a fit of temporary 
lusanity. EES 

‘Tinsenuam.—The mystery attached to the Tibbenham poisoning 
cases seems to be disappeariny, and there is some probability that the 
whole truth may yet be discovered. ‘Though the cause of death 
seemed at first uncertain, the chemical tests applied lett no doubt of 
that being poison; but at the adjourned inquest, though the sirong 
probability was that this had been feloniously administered, there 
might be some doubt remaining, considering the quantity of poison 
that was proved to be about the house for the purpose of destroying 
the mice, whether some of this might not accidentally have got mixed 
with the water in the pail or the tea kettle, and so have undesignedly 
caused the deplorable consequences which followed. Subsequent 
discoveries, however, have set this at rest, and it is now placed be- 
yond a doubt that tois poison has been given by design. ‘The jury 
re-assembled on ‘Thursday last to inquire by themselves into the new 
facts the case presented, but they examined no witnesses, nor was the 
court opened, [tis not considered prudent at present to say what 
has fallen under suspicion ; but it may be said, that other poison has 
been found mixed yp and secreted in a boule and buried two feet 
beneath the sur/ace of the suit in a garden. Every exertion is being 
made to discover the perpetrator of these appalling murders, but no 
one as yet has been apprehended. 

Srarrorn —One of tbose disgraceful cases of using the knife 
against a fellow creature was investigated before the borough magis- 
trates on Wednesday last week. ‘The accused is a shoemaker named 
William Hollinsheid, and his victim, John Woolridge, a bailiff, 
living at Stafford.

Co.teincuam — During the past and beginning of the present week 
a rather singular circumstance occurred at Coldington Shore, in the 
appearance of a large shoal of fish, very rare in this locatity, of the 
mullet species. An unusual number of fish were observed swimming 
about for several days, going and returning with the ude, but no par- 
ticular notice was taken of them until Moaday last, when they set in 
very thick, literally crowding the harbour, ‘The entrance was then 
secured by nets, aud a large quantity of the fish caught and conveyed 
fresh to Edinburgh market. ‘They have not since been seen, ana it 
is believed have not appeared on any part of the coast. The case is 
not altogether without a precedent in this quarter, a somewhat simi- 
lar occurrence having taken place about ten years ago, a litile farther 
to the west.

An instance, however. in which they met 
with prompt and merited punishment 1$ extracted from the * Limerick 
Chronicle ” of the 17th inst. :— 

‘ Between nine and ten o'clock on Wednesday night an armed 
party of four men attacked the house of William Crowe, arespectable 
farmer, residing in the parish of Doon, townland of Cooga, near 
Cappamore, and tenant of Lord Stanley, When they knocked at the 
door and demanded admittance, Crowe got ont of bed, toid them to 
be quiet, and whatever they required should be given them. One of 
the assailants said, * We want fire arms;" upon which Crowe re- 
plied, * You must have them.” Crowe then went to his bedroom, 
and having loaded two guns, gave one to his servant boy, and re- 
tained the other himself. Taney then came to the front window, 
when Crowe inquired, “ Are ye there, boys?” and being answered in 
the aflirmative, he and his servant immediately fired upon the group, 
killed one maa, and severely wounded another... The oiher two im- 
mediately fled. The wounded man, after some resistance, was made 
prisoner, and has since been lodged in giol. He turns out to be a 
notoriously ill-conducted person, and was tried for a robbery in 1846,” 

The cooperage attached to the powder mills, Bailincollig., was dis- 
covered to be on fire on’ Thursday, the 15th inst. Ire the, discovery 
had been made, the fire had progressed to such an alarming extent as 
to render all ‘hopes of saving the particular building in which it had 
originated useless; and all the efforts of the military were therefore 
directed to prevent the flames from reaching the ucighbouring 
powder stores, the result of which would indeed have been of the 
most serious character. Happily the destructive element was got 
under, but not before it had completely destroyed the building in 
which it had commenced, : 

Conx. — The Jamestown, at Cove, was in course of being dis- 
charged of her cargo on Friday last. A party of marines from Spike 
Island, under the command of two naval officers, assisted in the 
work. The cargo comprises about- 800 tons of provisions, and is 
estimated in money at 1400/4. ‘The Jamestown was expected to sail 
on her return voyage on Wednesday next. Cork is likely to be 
absolutely over-stocked with American produce in the course of a 
very short time. The Cork and Dublin mail coach was upset going 
down the bill out of Rathcormack, on the road to Fermoy, on Thurs- 
day night last. The coach was greatly damaged, but no lives 
were lost,

out Kerry, proving inadequate for the immense mortality. Unless 
new grounds be opened at once, the heat of next month, acting on 
the miasma generated in such abundance, may produce a plague, 
transcending in horror any recorded in history.

Sanatory Connprrion or Towns.—The atlention of the local 
authorities in several towns in North Wales has recently been 
directed towards the subject of proper drainage, sewerage, and venti- 
lation; and active remedial measures are about to be taken to supply 
the deficiencies now existing, ln Bangor and Carnaivon, medical 
gentlemen have reported upon the condition of various districts, and 
the result of their labours proves that a vast number of the houses in 
the courts and back streets are in a most wretched state, and that in 
numerous instances large heaps of manure and other putrid matters 
have been suffered to accumulate, from which most offensive and de- 
leterious miasma arises, ‘The report of the surgeons details the iil- 
ventilated, damp, and dirty condition of the houses generally in the 
lower parts of the towns; the Jamentable deficiency of water and 
drains; the offensive eMluvia from dung-heaps and decaying vegetable 
matters, and stagnant water. It thus conciudes:—* ['hrse are the 
places where we may expect to meet with fevers and scrofulas in all 
their varieties; and the sickly appearance of the inhabitants is more 
eloquent than words in proclaiming the unwholesomeness of their 
abodes. We feel convinced that the removal of the sources of im. 
purity from our courts and streets, by means of drainage and a plen- 
tiful supply of water, would amply repay the necessary outlay of 
money in saving the lives of numbers who perish annually in conse- 
quence of tnem, and in preserving the health of many who now linger 
out a miserable existence, maintained at the public expense.” 

Cuurca Enucation,— The Welsh Education Committee have 
made application to the Incorporated Society for Promoting the 
Education of the Poor in the Principles of the Established Courch 
for a grant in aid of their proposed training instution at Carmar- 
then, for South Wales and Monmouthshire. The institution is de- 
signed to accommodate sixty students, a principal and assistant 
masters, and will have a smali domestic chapel attached to it. The 
committee have already secured ten acres anda quarter of ground 
for a site, and are now considering the plans for the practising 
schools, which are to be erected in Carmarthen, at a distance of one 
third of a mile fiom the training Institution, The digest of the 
school returns from Cardigan, Carmarthen, Carnarvon, Denbigh, 
and Flint are now completed, It appears that the returns from most 
of the counties in North Wales show a larger proportion of the 
yopulation receiving daily education than the returns gf om South

uz New Hatt or tHe British Museum, —This splendid ad- 
dition to the national establishment was opened for the first time to 
the public on Monday. The façade is now nearly completed; the 
interior, however, is entirely finished, and embellished in the Etrus- 
can order, The colouring throughout is rich, chaste, and in perfect 
keeping with the ancient examples of that order handed down to us 
from antiquity. The hall is spacious, nearly square; on the right 
hand, as the visitor enters, 1s the commodious room in which is 
placed the Grenville library, which was bequeathed to the country a 
short time ago. On the left is another spacious room, containing a 
portion of the celebrated ‘Townley Collection; this part of the new 
edifice is in future to be distinguished as the ‘Townley Gallery, and 
when entirely finished will form the means of communication with 
the whole building. ‘The hall is lofty, with a panelled roof, in the 
centre of which is a large gold star on a blue ground, which has a 
remarkably pleasing appearance. On the right of the entrance door 
is Houbilliac’s well-known and exquisite statue of Shakspeare ; on 
the left of the entrance is another statue by Chantrey; both are 
laced on white marble pedestals, The floor of the hall is laid out 
in very large squares of Portland stone, with small gray marble 
diamonds. At the back of the hall is a magnificent flight of steps, 
with a balustrade of í olished stone, so highly worked up that it re- 
sembles porcelain, ‘The balustrade rests on a wall of red granite; 
at the lower termination of the balustrade on either side is a white 
alabaster Etruscan vase. At the top of the flight is a landing-place; 
the width of the hall, to the right and left of which are correspond- 
ing staircases leading to two natural history rooms, which open into 
the old mineral gallery. The entrance to these is by three doors, 
finely painted after the Etruscan. The tout ensemble, as viewed 
from below, is imposing., The room in which the Lycian marbles 
are tobe deposited is built, and the specimens are now being placed 
in their positions. This part of the building, however, will not be 
properly arranged for a year or two, as it is calculated that it will 
occupy a long period in putting the fragments of the sculpture to- 
ether—a delicate process, requiring the utmost taste, care, and skill. 
fi connection with ancient art, it is not generally known that in the 
Museum have been placed some marbles brought over by Sir Charles 
Fellowes from a temple dedicated to Harpagus, general of Cyrus,

Viscount Torrington has sailed for Ceylon, to take upon himself 
the government of that dependent: e believe that Sir James 
Emerson Tennant was sent out by the Conservatives as chief secre- 
tary, with the understanding that he was to succeed to the govern- 
ment; but the change of ministry has interfered with his prospects ; 
and a nobleman, new to the business of government, assumes the 
helm of affairs.’ It is, though an every day accident, and to be looked 
for upon the occurrence of a vacancy during Whig ascendancy, 
very unfortunate for Sir James, who had toiled hard at the Board of 
Control and in his new office to earn the superior appointment. But 
will it be unfortunate for Ceylon? We think not, Lord Torring- 
ton has many fine qualities for the rulership of a dependency, and of 
‘course none of those local prejudices and partialities which interfere 
with the just administration of affairs. The selection of a fitting 
individual for the governorship of an Indian settlement has always 
been a matter of difficulty and anxiety with a conscientious ministry, 
It is indispensable that the delegate should enjoy the confidence of 
the home government, who are responsible to arliament and the 
Sovereign for a judicious management of colonial affairs; and to this

end he must be a man of unbending integrity and active habits of 
business. A man of loose principles jobs his patronage; a sloth, or 
one ignorant of business, becomes the tool of his bureaucracie. Local 
knowledge is sometimes held to be indispensable to the new governor, 
who otherwise is supposed to become a mere child in leading strings ; 
but local knowledge presupposes local service, or experience, and 
these are seldom unaccompanied by weakened constitutions and 
strong prejudices. Ministers, therefore, generally prefer availing 
themselves of the services of intelligent men, who, without more ac- 
quaintance with the place they are to rule over than may be supplied 
by the works of travellers, blue books, and statistical returns, have an ap- 
titude for the acquisition of knowledge. And the plan has worked well. 
Lords Wellesley, Auckland, Hastings, and Sir H. Hardinge knew 
nothing of India when they went there. Lord Metcalfe knew nothing 
(practically) of the West Indies or Canada; yet the government of 
each was marked by great sagacity and extraordinary success. The 
investigations of the questions submitted to their judgment necessa- 
rily involved enquiries into local practices, habits, and peculiarities, 
and soon made them as familiar with the leading features of their 
dominion as if they had abided there for many years. We anticipate 
like results from Lord ‘Torrington's conduct of the affairs of Ceylon. 
He has displayed faculties which are invaluable to a man placed in 
the position he is now gone to fill. As a director of the South- 
Eastern Railway, he successfully advocated general and enlarged 
views of commercial policy, while his unwearing activity and 
sound judgment were of essential service to the compavy which

( Newfoundiami), March 3. ; Hamilton ( Bertnuda), March 23. From 
àli the colonies came liberal contributions to the Scotch and Irish 
destitute, 

Canapa.—The provincial parliament had been summoned to meet 
on the 26th of April, Lord Kigin’s arrangements for organising a 
cabinet had not made much progress. ‘That he had made overtures 
to the French-Canadian party in the person of M. Morin appears to 
be admitted on all hands; as also that his overtures had been de- 
clined, The nature, however, either of the offers or their rejection, 
had not transpired, though there was enough of conjecture bo'dly 
promulgated as facts, A report that Sir Allan M‘Nab was to be 
made presid-nt of the council was met, on the part of one of the 
Conservative organs, with a declaration that in that case twelve to 
fourteen Conservative members would at once withdraw their sup- 
port from ministers. Sir Ailan, it is affirmed, has entirely Jost the 
confidence of an influential section of the Conservatives of Canada 

West. Both of the provincial assistant secretaryships were vacant 
at the time of the latest despatches, T'he offices of postmaster- general 
and chief justice of Montreal had not been filled up. The only o'her 
topics engaging much public attention were systematic colonisation 
and railroads, as a means of developing the colonial resources. The 
district council of Huron had re-olved to borrow 19,000., to be ex- 
pended on the roads of the district, The Bishop of Watla- Walla left 
Montreal on the 23d of March, for his diocese in Oregon. The 
busy season had not commenced ; sleighlog was still the order of the 
day in the vicinity of Hamilton (C. W.). The banks of Quebec and 
Montreal had made their annual statements. On the 28th of Feb., 
the bank of Quebec had a total of liabilities of 156,647.. ; of assets, 
265,7831, ; its stock of bullion amounted to 25,9531, ; it held dis- 
counted bills and notes for 205 587/. On the same day, the bank of 
Montreal had a total of liabilities of $46,5242.; of assets, 1,596.8501. ; 
its stock of bullion amounted to 187.9602. 3 it held discounted bills 
and notes for 1,370 317}, The returns of the latter bank showed a 
progressive increase of bills and notes under discount during the four 
quarters of the year expired. 

Nova Scoria. — T'he legislative session closed on the 27th of 
March, On that day an address to her Majesty, on the subject of the 
coal mines, was moved in the assembly by Mr. G. R. Young, and 
adopted with some modifications, after a strong opposition to some of 
its clauses. The governor came down to the council chamber at 
5y.M., and after giving his assent to'a number of bills, prorogued the 
legislature. In his closing speech, he stated that the session had 
been “marked throughout by much industry, and by an evident de- 
sire on the part of all zealously to discharge their legislative duties to 
the country.” The Liberal and Conservative parties were preparing 
tor a contested general election. 

New KxuNswick. — A committee was appointed by the assembly 
in the beginning of March “to devise means to encourage the settle- 
ment of emigrants in that province.” ‘The committee was preparing 
a bill to authorise the lieutenant- governor to lay out blocks of land of 
10,000 square acres in lots of 50 acres, to be seitled by emigrants. 

Prince Enwarn Istann, — The legislature was in session on the 
28th of February. A resolution to make the executive responsible 
to the legislature was submitted in the assembly, and passed after a 
long and violent debate. The attention of the assembly had been 
called to a fierce attack made by t^e Irish of Belfast and Pinette on 
the Scorch electors, at the election for the third district of Queen’s 
County. | A new election was ordered, and every precaution having 
been taken to prevent a repetition of the disgraceful outrages which 
had rendered void the two preceding ones, Messrs. Danse and 
Mce Lean were elected without opposiuon. 

Newrounpianno,— Towards the end of February and beginning of 
March an unprecedented amount of destitution and suffering pre- 
vailed in this colony. ‘The distress is temporary, caused by the suc- 
cession of fatal casualties by which the island was visited last year, 
‘The authorities seem to entertain no apprehension of not being able 
to meet the exigencies of the time, but are obviously afraid of a habit 
of relying upon charity being contracted by a number of the poorer 
classes, 

Bermupa. — The colonial parliament was to meet on the 21st of 
March, © for dispatch of business.” The weather bad been unusually 
mild and dry for the season, and the onion and potato crop were 
withering fur want of moisture. The trade returns for the islands 
forthe vear ending 5 h January, 1816 and 1847, respectively, are 
published in the “ Royal Gazette.”

in 1845. In 1846 the arrowroot produced was estimated to be worth 
8084/. ; in 1845, only 4115. 

Tae West Innas Matus — The royal mail steam-packet Thames 
arrived at Southampton on ‘Tuesday morning. The late colonial 
measures of her Majesty’s government appear to have given general 
satisfaction throughout the West Undies, and the prevailing opinion 
is, that they may now.avoid the rain which has so long threatened 
the British colonists; they hail the admission of sugar for use in the 
breweries and dis iileries, and that of rum to use in Ireland and Scot- 
land, as highly beneficial. ‘he season for taking off the crops had 
far advanced, and the crops throughout the British West Indies will 
be larger than they have been since the emancipation ; the whole 
may be estimated at 150,000 tons, and there will be a great want of 
shipping to bring it to the market. Generai attention appeared to 
be directed to the necessity of sugar factories in all our colonies, by 
which, if carried to any extent, it is supposed that the crops of sugar 
will be greatly increased, 

The taydan republic enjoyed profound tranquillity. The election 
of President Soulogne appeared to have given general satisf iction, 
particularly as he had retained the popular and able ministry selected 
by his predecessor. The Haytian chambers met on the 11th of 
March, and concurred in the determination expressed by the go- 
vernment to use their utmost exertions to fulfil their engagements 
to France, 

Narat. — Accounts from Natal to the 23d of January had arrived 
at the Cape by the Sarah Bell, The appearance of affairs, with the 
exception of a trifling misuncerstanding between the local agent and 
‘Lodo, a peity chief and subject, were perfectly satisfactory, ‘The 
cause of dispute between these parties is not all wed to transpire, 
but it is presumed the refractory native will be speedily brought to 
terms, a smail expedition, under the command of Captain Blenkin- 
gopp, having been sent ou against him, ‘The custom-house at 
D Urban, it was thought, would soon make way for other regulations, 
which, it is expected, will be organised when Natal itself is declared 
a free port. The introduction of coffee trees by a vessel from the 
Mauri ius had induced some of the settlers to experimentalise in 

hat cultivation. 

New Souru Wares.—Advices from Adelaide to the 10th of De- 
cember noice the continued success of mining operations in the 
colony, Specimens of the ore recently raised from the South Para 
pro erty are favourably mentioned. Affairs, politically considered, 
show no great change. ‘Lhe sick season had commenced rather 
earlier than usual. The return of the lieulenant-g vernor and suite 
from Spencer's Gulf trings the news of the discovery of a good 
anchorage and natural wharf, available for the shipment of copper 
ore and wool from the neighbourhood of Mount Remarkable. T'he 
value of the exports of produce from South Australia for the third 
quarter, ending October the 10th, was 2472/88, ‘he markets were 
ni this date weil supphed with grain, and wheat was selling at 3s, to 
3s. 3d., and oats st 5s, to 5s, 6d, per bushel, 
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f Frawce.,—The Paris journals of Sunday last are extremely barren 
of news, On the day betore, the Chamber of Deputies were engaged 
in disposing of peations; one praying that the effigy of Napoleon be 
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Bourtgn«Vendée; and lastly, that the law which banishes from 
France all the members of the Buonaparte family be repealed, re- 
vived a discussion which-takes place in almost every session, Tne 
committee had proposed the order of the day on the three points; 
but the iwo first were referred to the consideration of the govern- 
ment, contrary to the wishes of the ministers, and the order of the 
day was adopted onlyon the questicn of permitting the Buonapartes 
to return to France. 

A return has just been made of the number of pledges restored by 
the Mont de Piéié to very poor persons without making any charge 
for interest, frorn the 9th of December, 1846, to the 3ist ult. ‘The 
number of pledges thus returned was 105.863. The capiial lent was 
551.994f, ‘The interest to the Mont de Piété which it has thus sacri- 
ficed, would have been $1.444F 652. 

Cavrure or Bou- Maza.—News has been received at Paris by 
courier, announcing the capture of Bou- Maza. It was this famous 
scheriff who, in 1845, caused the revolt in the Dahra, which soon 
spread over the whole of Algeria, and in whica Abd-el- Kader only 
acted a secondary part, He had such power at his command that 
the emir feared him as a rival, lest he should be regarded as the anii- 
Christ of the Mussulmen, and it is said that he secretly attempted to 
have him assassinated. His daring attacks upon the Krench are well 
known, After having wandered for more than a year amongst the 
tribes of the south he had jus’ returned to Dahra, where his presence 
would not have failed to rekindle the fanaticism of the Kab, les of 
those mountains. He was captured by Colonel de St. Arnauld, 
who was no doubt seconded by Captaia Richard, the head of the 
Arab bureau at Oleansvisle. This capture is an important event, 
and will take a prominent place in the annals of the French domina- 
tion in Algeria at the side of the submission of Ben-Salem. Lt is 
said that Bou- Maza will be sent to Pa is, 

Sparx. — Most improper demonstrations were made on Sunday 
evening the 11th inst., when the Queen and her sister in-law, the 
Infanta Josephina, passed on their way to the Prado. The carriage, 
which her Majesty in person drove, was followed by another, in which 
the Infante Don Francisco de Paula sat. The no doubt concerted 
empressement of the propie on the Queen's passage was such, and the 
crowd so compact, that she was repeated iy obliged to stop her horses. 
It is said that at a moment when a man who hvid. the horses by the 
bridal cried “ Viva la Regna! viva libertad!” her Majesty replied, 
& Oh, yes, liberty, but leave me liberty enough to continue my pro- 
menade,” Nevertheless,the cries raised whiist the Queen proceeded 
to the Prado were confined to vivas in honour of the consitutional 
Queen, liberty, and the constitution, They were accompanied wiih 
wreaths of flowers, bouquets, poetical addresses, and the flying of 
doves decked with ribbons; 1n short, there was so far nothing appa- 
rently seditious in the demonstration, although so unexpected an 
obstruction to the Queens passage was most improper, But on the 
Queen's retura the cries assumed a very different and very offensive 
cheracier. The crowd vociterated “ Death to the King!” Death to 
the Moderados! Viva the National Guard!” In the Platerias 
street the roval carriage could not advance, so dense was the mob, 
and it required the assistance of the civic guard to enable it to pro- 
ceed. At that moment a pistol or musket was fired, and a police 
agent was wounded, In the course of the evening arregts were 
affected, and among those seized are MM, Aviraneta and Francisco 
Chilco. ‘The Queen seemed rather frightened when the crowd 
surrounding the carnage almost touched her person, ‘Ihe next day 
these scenes were to have been revived, but the authorities had 
adopted due precautions, and her Majesty will henceforth always 
have an escort when she drives out, 

PonrucaL. — We have Lisbon news to the 10th inst. Count 
Tojal, on the part of the Queen and the government, had called on 
Sir Hamilton Seymour and Admiral Parker, who had placed the 
British squadron at the Queen's orders, and promised that the men 
would land immediately she desired it to protect her. ‘Che imme- 
diate cause of the demand was the tardiness of the Queen's generals 
on the Alemtejo. Money was not forthcoming, and the Queen’s 
troops and generals were everywhere at a stand still, Very little 
more energy was displayed by the insurgents, and it appeared neariy 
evident that of the two Portuguese parues neither could subdue the 
other, The possibility of a Spanish armed intervention had been 
increasing, and the prompt action of our resident authorities was the 
consequence, as it was probable that Donna Maria might solicit the 
aid of troops from Spain. The state of the money-market was datly 
worse, ‘The dscount on Bank of Lisbon notes had risen io 50 per 
cent. The dearth of bread was equally dispiriting, the price of 
wheat of the first quality being 147 shillings per English quarter. 
Distress had set in, and some measures were taken for the relief of 
the poor, £ 

Prusstac— Lt was remarked at the late opening of the Prussian 
Diet, that amongst. the members of the i Herren-stand,” or Upper 
House, are two ladies, who are Peeresses in their own right, viz. the 
Princess of Sagon- Salley rand, better known as the Duchess de 
Dino, the niece of the Jate t rince l'alleyrand, and “ihe Countess of 
Kielmausegge The former derives her title of princess from her 
estates in Silesia, and the latter from some property in Westphalia. 
Seats were reserved for both at the Opening of the diet. Their sex, 
however, compels them to vote by proxies, whom they have already 
chosen with the consent of the king,

the rooms, At9 o'clock, the Congregation began to arrive, and on 
being told to quit they forcibly expelled the police-officer, Two or 
three hundred persons Hee by this ume assembled. On the report 
of the policeman, the InEpEGLOT of police, Steinort, arrived, and called 
upon the assembly to disperse » but he shared the fate of his subaltern; 
and one of the congregation declared, “that even if the misitary 
were called out they would resist them.” A strong body of police 
assembled, but when they arrived at the meeting house, service Was 
over, and the congregation separated, M. Détroit also performed 
divine service on Good Friday in private houses, Great excitement 
prevailed as to what further steps Would be taken by the authorities. 

Russra.—The financial condition of the country is far from being 
satisfactory. ‘The districts of Pskon! Smoiensk, and ‘Tscnernigon 
are a prey to famine; the government has taken no steps to alleviate 
the sufferings of the people, and the fifty millions invested 1 the 
French stock have given rbe to much censure This vain display 
does not impose upon any one, «nd the Russians cannot conceive 
how France can favourably receive a visit from the Czar, which is to 
be construed into money-bags The Emperor Nicholas is eceen ric, 
and is fond of what are vulgarly called coups de léle His visit to 
Paris may therefore be shortly expected. Thanks to his usual tacues, 
he counts upon a hearty welcome from the army, by showering 
crosses and orders upon them—trom commerce, by making large pure 
chases. ‘he nomination of the Grand Duke Michael to the post of 
viceroy of Poland will Operate no change in the situation of that 
country, which will continue to bea Russian province, ‘The ques- 
tion of the emancipation of the serfs pains ground apace, ‘The 
nobles perceive that the number of the partisans of this measure is 
gradually rising, and the senate was lately besieged by the serfs, de- 
manding when their emancipation was to take place. Lt is needless 
to add that they were sent back without an answer, At the bewin. 
ning of the present year the district of Mohiien was the theatre Br a 
Galician massacre. ‘The nobles of the province and that of Vitebsk 
had met in committee to reguiate the relations between lord and serf. 
An incident which occurred in the domain ot a proprietor of the 
name of Lypowikice, served as a pretext for the massacre, Nineteen 
proprietors were butchered, and many wounded, women and children 
being among the vICuMs, he troops put down the insurrection, 
and the culprits were well knouted, and sent to Siberia. One of 
them declared that the massacre in Galicia had ereacly excited him 
tə a similar act, All of them requested to be presenied to the em- 
peror, who they hoped would approve of their conduct. ‘These events 
had created a panic amongst the proprietors io those Parts. 

Rome.— Acdresses are coming tn from all Quarters, demanding 
the institution of civic guards, the reorgani ation of the communal 
and provincial councils, and the formation of a council of state, con- 
sisting of Jaymen. l'he Pope and Cardinal Gizzi would, as is said, 
be disposed to comply with these demands, but they would encounter 
rant rosietance on the part of the Austrian nvornmaneé Yo (eee T ee 
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Gizzi, Monsignor Buffendi, prolegate of Ravenna, and Monsignat 
Rusconi, delegate of Ancona, being unable to act as they would, 


have tendered their resignations, but Pius IX. has not yet accepred : 


them. A commission is about to be appointed to present a project 
for d reorganisation of the army. Itis said that Generat Armani; 


who was minister of war under the central government of Italy in. 


1831, is to be a member of it. The Pope was, on the 6th inst., to 


hold a council, in order to consider the mota proprio of creating a. 


council of ministers, and on Monday following there will be a: con. 
sistory for the nomination of several bishops. lt is said that two 
French cardinals, one the Archbishop of Cambrai, will be appointed 
on the occasion. 


While the Pope, on the 4th inst., was in the act of blessing “ urbem 
et orbem” from the porch ot St. Peter's, before a concourse of over 
200,000 Christians of every creed, a slight disturbance arose, which 
might have had bad results. Tne civic guard (of which he is colonel) 
had petitioned to be allowed to put their hats up on the points of 
their bayonets and to cheer, which had been allowed, but the troops 
of the line made a similar application, which had not been successful, 
and in consequence Zamboni, the commandant, had countermanded 
the order of ihe day as regarded the national troop. ‘The people did 


not know of this, and when the Pope arose amid a deep silence, and: 


his silvery voice was distinctly heard over the crowd, a sudden burst 
from the whole multitude greeted him, and all eyes were turned on 
the national guard for their expected manifestation ; their attitude of 
simple ‘ attention” did not please the Romans, and a row would 
have ensucd but for tne timely explanation of some officers. who 
were on the gui vive. The Pope was escorted amid wiid enthusiasm 
back to the Quirinal. 

Austria, — The petition of the Bohemian Estates is expected at 
Vienna with great anxiety. With the greatest respect and attach- 
ment to the House of Austria, they are seriously resoived not to 
desist from the ancient prerogatives which they have enjoyed for 
some centuries. ‘The deputation of the Bohemian Estat:s on this 
subject wi:l probably be laid at the foot of the th one in the course 
of the montb of April, at the same time with that of Inner Austria. 

Denmark. — The “ Altona Mercury” of the 13th inst. contains a 
notification of the King of Denmark, with reference to the address 
presented to his majesiy on the 19th of January, 1847, by the order 
of nobles in Sch'eswig- Holstein, ‘This notification was made to the 
chancery of the duchies, and is worded as foilows : — ‘It is our will 
to make known by these presents to our chancery, and through it to 
the perpetual deputation of the prelates and nobles of our duchies of 
Schieswig and Holstein, that, taking into consideration the form and 
spirit of the avdress presented to us by the said deputation on the 
19th of January ta:t, we do net think it worth our while to express 
any resolution as to its contents,” 


Hanover. — The subject of the harbour of Harburg to be de- 
clared a free port, together with that of Gust, was a matter of discus. 
sion in the chambers on the 9th inst. The differences of opinion in 
the two chambers have been adjusted by a conference, in which it has 
been agreed by the two chambers as follows: —1. With respect to 
the contribution which the places to be deciared free ports will have 
to pay, a fixed sum was determined on, and after the expiration of 
fifteen years a new arrangement will be made with tne states, 2. 
The second chamber have declared, that in fixing the sun: for the 
city of Harburg and its district a reserve shall be made for the ge- 
neral interest. ‘The proposed authorisation of the government to 
introduce similar measures for the harbour of Emms was adopted, 
with some changes, by the first chamber. 


Bavania,—The Kinz of Bavaria has dissolved the committce 
which was charged to draw up a new body of civil and criminal laws. 
A new committee has been nominated, under the presidency of 
M. Maurer, minister of justice, and with M. Molitor, attorney- 
general of the supreme court, as one of its members. Both these 
gentlemen are zealous advocates of open courts and oral trials, Itis 
stated in a letter from Munich of the 13th, that the Prince of Lein- 
ingen, who, during the last session, was president of the first chamber 
of the diet, was about to yo to London, in order to accompany his 
royal mother, the Duchess of Kent, on a visit to the continent. 

Tunis. — A letter in the “ Toulonnais” from Gerbi, in the re. 
gency of ‘Tunis, states that M. Reggio, the British consular agent 
there, had been ill treated publicly in the market place, after a dis. 
pute with some of the dealers, On arriving at nis residence M. 

teggio was waited upon by the civil and military authorities, who 
were greatly astonished to find that the aggressors belong d to the 
Bey’s troops. An Engish dragoman was sent to the officers in 
command, who replied that if any attempt was made to arrest the 
offenders the other troops (zouaves) would rise against the autho- 
rities. A courier was immediately dispatched to Sir Thomas Reade, 
British consul-general at Tunis, to inform him of the circumstance, 
Sir Thomas Reade waited upon the Bey and demanded that the 
aggressors should be arrested, and the zouaves recalled from Gerbi. 
The Bey complied with the first demand, and sent three superior 
officers to carry out his orders.

We seize only the one point, which is, 
that the Germans must find in the occurrence a new impulse to seek 
unanimity, For as surely as two and two make four, the hour will 
come, suoner or later, when Russians and Frenchmen wiil beat iher 
drums together (if only in conceated unison), and the one lock for 
booty on the Oder, the other on the Rhine. lf Germany is not ihen 
cut up into factions by religious disputes or positical systems, it may 
cheerfully brave the threatening danger, Were it not that the bless-

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THE WEEK. 

THE great question of National Education, so long the theme of 
the legislator, the pamphleteer, the orator, and the philanthropist, is 
the all-absorbing topic of the moment. The practical intentions 
of the Government, disclosed in two minutes of August and De- 
cember last, have elicited earnest support and vigorous opposi- 
tion ; the former, offered by the Protestants of the United King- 
dom; the latter, by the Dissenters of different denominations. 
Education without religion has a tendency to create a race of 
deists ; and education, satisfactory to all religions, whose basis is 
Christianity, is almost an impossibility. So reasoned the Govern- 
ment; and with a natural preference for the doctrines of the Es- 
tablished Church, made it at least conditional with the endow- 
ment of schools, the instruction and maintenance of schoolmas- 
ters, and the gratuitous education of pauper children, that the 
Scriptures should be read in the schools, and the masters selected 
and promoted by the Government authorities. This was the 
signal for an outburst of hostility on the part of the Wesleyans. 
Great meetings were held, conferences (so mis-called) duly 
formed, the popular passions appealed to, and remonstrances sent 
in to the Government. <A dozen editions of this paper would not 
contain all the foolish speeches that were made in combating the 
scheme of National Education, which the opponents of the mea- 
sure did not, or would not, take the trouble to comprehend. We 
had some thonghts of disposing of the wild and unconsidered 
objections of the Wesleyan leaders; but the film which obscured 
their perception has been dissipated, and they now admit that 
they had been grappling with a shadow. At a great meeting of 
their united committees they resolved, 


That on this whole subject, surrounded as it is with many difficul- 
ties, these committees, after long, deliberate, and prayerful consider- 
ation, have come to the almost unanimous resolution to advise the 
Wesleyan societies and congregations, under present circumstances, 
not to offer any further connexional opposition, nor to take any further 


connexional action in reference to the Government measure on education, 
as these committees understand it to be no v explained, and intended 
to be ultimately proposed to the House of Commons. 

The subject occupied Parliament on Monday and Tuesday. 
Lord John Russell explained the nature of the Government plan, 
contending for the importance of making education the business 
of the state as the only means of improving the condition of 
schoolmasters, and preventing the spread of crime among the 
lower orders; and exhibiting, by reference to statistical details, 
how completely the voluntary system had failed. His lordship 
was supported by Mr. Macaulay in an eloquent speech, and op- 
posed by Mr. Duncombe, who moved, as an amendment, the ap- 
pointment of a select committee to inquire into the justice and ex- 
Pediency of the Government scheme, and into its tendency to un- 
duly increase the influence of the Crown, The debate was ahi- 
mated cy Monday, but on Tuesday the question was discussed in 
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a house of fifty members; whence we may infer the absence of 
any important opposition. Lord John Russell has, of course, the 
support of allthe Church party as wellas of the Whig members of 
the House. The measure ought to and will succeed; for with all 
its imperfections, of which it will doubtless be purged in time, it 
is too pregnant with the seeds of a great moral revolution to be 
resisted. Our crowded gaols and convict ships have long demon- 
strated the effect of ignorance in propagating vice and crime, and 
we have been stigmatised, and justly, by other nations, with a 
neglect of the only means by which the masses might be rendered 
orderly, industrious, and contented. 

The Factories Bill has gone through another stage. The third 
reading was to come on last night, and our postscript will describe 
the result. 

In the House of Lords, Lord Brougham has renewed his va- 
garies. His usual irritability has increased with the mortifying 
conviction, that Mr, Barry’s interpretation of the law of acoustics 
prevents his being heard. Lord Grey is not exactly the man to 
apply the soothing system to the excitable peer, but no one else 
seems to consider it worth while to notice his petulance. 

We rejoice to state that proper steps are taking to recognise the 
services rendered to the surviving passengers and crew of the un- 
fortunate Tweed, by Captain Camp, the Spanish commander, 
The Government have proposed to strike a gold medal in his 
honour, and to grant him 500/. The committee of Lloyd's have 
voted him a silver medal, with suitable gifts to his mate and crew. 
The Royal Mail Steam Packet Company have voted him and his 
people 450/., and a committee has been formed to raise other sub- 
scriptions. We have no doubt that the generous promptitude 
with which Captain Camp rushed to the rescue will receive a 
truly British acknowledgment. 

More disasters by sea are to be added to last week’s catalogue. 
The Grana Uile steamer was burnt between Liverpool and Drog- 
heda, only 70 of the passengers and crew escaping out of upwards 
of 100, The merchant brig Canning has been similarly destroyed 
by fire in the Straits of Magellan, and the royal steamer 
Thunderbolt has been lost at the entrance of Algoa Bay. 

Of domestic incidents of a melancholy description we have to 
record the death of Sir Henry Webster by his own hand ; Sir 
Henry was the son of the late Lady Holland, who married Lord 
Holland after the dissolution of her marriage with Sir Godfrey 
Webster. Temporary derangement appears to have been the 
cause of an act, which, however, the unfortunate baronet had often 
meditated. 

The foreign news of the week offers no salient points. We 
learn from Algiers that the celebrated Bou Maza has been cap- 
tured by Colonel St. Arnauld; and from India, that the still 
more celebrated Akhbar Khan, the son of Dost Mahomed, 
had died.

THE PRESENT STATE OF THE CURRENCY. 

Bullionism, we trust, is upon its last legs. The cup of its 
iniquity is almost full. For nearly thirty years it has ridden 
rough-shod over the industry of the country; impoverishing, 
demoralising, and starving thousands upon thousands of our 
people; sacrificing our rights and institutions; benefitiag our 
rivals at, the expense of our own countrymen; crippling our 
commerce and the internal trade of this country, for the benefit 
of a small privileged class of money dealers—impoverishing the 
poor, while enriching the rich; and artfully,contriving to make 
the industrious productive labourers pay the taxes of the wealthy 
and idle, 

Such have been some of the effects of this fraudulent system, 
which after tripling the fortune of Sir Robert Peel, its leading 
promoter, and many others at the expense of the health and life 
of the industrious labonrer, and the demoralisation of his children, 
has arrived at this point, that the Goverament which supports it 
has privately appropriated a sacred fund entrusted to its care, viz. 
the funds of the Savings Banks—the accumulation of the hard 
earned savings of the most prudent of the industrious classes—to 
pay dividends to the privileged classes, 

The Government Funds are falling in value. Exchequer bills, 
although bearing interest, are at a discount. Railway are pre- 
ferred to Government securities, 'The solvency of the Bank of 
England is not worth many days’ purchase. Gold is fast leaving 
its coffers; and all their efforts cannot retain it so long as they 
are bound by a silly law to furnish it at the Mint price. Accord- 
ing to the Bullionist Currency System, gold leaves the country, 
not because it is wanted elsewhere, but because we sell it at a 
lower price. And when gold leaves the Bank of England the 
paper currency is diminished; thus a double inconvenienee is 
entailed upon the commercial world, and consequently upon, ma- 
nufactures and agriculture, 

The obvious remedy is to re-issue notes to the amount of the 
gold that has left the country, and to check the export of more 
by relieving the Bank from the obligation of selling their gold at 
the Mint price. Yet, clear and palpable as this is, and much as 
it is talked of in the city, people seem more inclined to await the 
bankruptcies and ruin, which all clearly see to be at hand, than 
to avert them by so simple a prevention. In spite of this apathy, 
it must force its way ere long. 

We will conclude our article with the following quotation, 
Mr. Buchanan, of Montreal, writing from Glasgow to the 
editors of the “ Liverpool European Times,” thus expresses him- 
self, with regard to the present condition of the country and the 
emergency in its commercial economy produced by the bank 
restriction acts of Sir Robert Peel, conjointly with the drain of 
gold in payment for foreign goods ;— 

I pray you to rest Satisfied that the present sufferings of this 


country are in no degree caused by the conduct of the Bank of 
England, but entirely by the want of confidence caused by Sir Robert 
Peel's free-trade measures, 

This is incontrovertibly a bullion, and not a’ Bank of England, 
pante; and one which will conyulse the monetary affairs of the whole 
empire, and not only those of Lombard Street. 

lo be sure we have not as vet got a builion panic in the shape of a 
run upon the Bank, and this shows the Bank's innocence of the cause 
of the suction of gold; but we have a bul ion panic in the higher and 
less equivocal sense of a run on the country tor gold, and trom the 
enduring cause that it is the most profitable and disposable property 
foreigners can take abroad, 
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I have sald that Sir Robert Peel's free-trade measures will tender 
a depreciation of the currency inev table. 

l do not believe that the Bank of England will be able to sell 
Government securities, so as to prepare for tne payment of the July 
dividends, unless Pariiament, before it rises, passes a no less sweeps 
ing measure than making silver shillings a legal tender to any 
amount, and allowing the Bank of Engiand and all other banks to 
issue (confined by Sir Robert Peei’s regulations) one pound notes. 

This wou d, by raising gold to a market price, place the foreign 
trade on the same footing as the home trade, which draws no gold, 
but has its prices inflatea to the amount of the depreciation of the 
silver currency. 

It will soon become evident that gold cannot be had except at a 
premium, and then will come the run on the Bank of England, not 
from shippers oniy, but also by parties to hoard for the premium, 

Such ase the direct and legitimate consequences of Sir Robert 
Peel's departure from the principle of protecuion to British labour at 
h me and abroad, 

1 believe that he has undermined the prosperity, and struck a fatal 
blow at the integrity, of the empire. 

Even the national debt of England will be found to be only so 
much waste paper, if we persist in our present suicidal course, for it 
is secured only by the industry of the empire, from which we have 
taken away the ability to perform peculiar duties and bear pecuiiar 
burdens, by the removal of all its peculiar privileges. 

One shudders to think of the incividuat misery which will be in- 
flicted on the population here, if we persist in viewing the currency 
and free trade as two questions instead of one, asin r ality they are 
—a fact that you know well, from the cruel experience of Canadian 
industry, when the legislature of the state of New York stopped 
specie payments in 1837.

attainted in 1715 and 1745. The last of these persons dying without 
issue male, the dignity of Earl of Perth passed over to the male 
descendants of John Drummond, the brother of the fourth earl, ‘The 
second son of this John had been created by the French King a peer 
of France by the title of the Duke de Melfort.

been well instructed as to Keller's personal appearance and peculiari 
ties, and having had their attention specially directed to his musta- 
chios and bushy beard, they lay in wait for him on his return home- 
wards from the theatre. On this, the fist occasion, they captured 
the professors servant, Joe, who was attired so as to represent his 
master, and had a lady, presumed to be Madame Keiler, leaning on 
bis arn, ‘This was on a Wednesday. On the subsequent Friday, at 
the instigation, and under the immediate authority of the plaintiff, 
they seized another counerfeit of the professor, with a lady on his 
arm, in lke manner ond under the same circumstances of time and | 
place, eventually Herr Keller got awav free and scathless, in per- 
son and in purse, and the baffled plaintiff brought his action against 
the sheriff. i

‘The city solicitor 
said he understood, and he deeply commiserated the situation in 
which the poor men were piacea, but he could not, under existing 
circumstances, interfere. The matter of comp.aint was in the hands 
of a committee of the court of common council, from who.n he would 
most willingly receive instructions, but without instructions he could 
do nothing. ‘The petitioners had their solicitor to apply to, and that 
gentleman was fully qualified to advise them. The Fellowship por- 
ters said they had in vain applied for assistance everywhere. The 
system adopted at the do:ks had completely thrown them into desti- 
tution, and it was lamentable thata body of hard-working men, who 
were, by virtue of their privileges, entitled to the employment which 
was given to aliens, should be shut out even from participation in 
the labour.

(witness) gave the man 10002. in Bank of England notes, and the 
man gave a receipt signed * 1 homas Wadson, Locksley, near Shef- 
field. Allthe shares but 60 are sold. Mr. Aifred Morgan, the 
treasurer to the company, said all the share scrip was forged, both 
printing and signature, Evidence was gone into at very considerable 
length, which proved that Farmery baa been concerned in forgeries 
to a very considerable extent, and that West was an accomplice, 
'T'ney were both ordered by the lord mayor to be brought up for com- 
mitial on Monday next. 

Souru wank. — VIOLATION OF THE New Buitoina Act, —Mr.], 
Sugden appeared to answer an information under the New Building 
Act, for erecting a house within fifty feet of the premises of Mr. 
Boulanger, of bermondsey, in which a dangerous trade was carried 
on. Tne defendant had erected a house so contiguous to the factory 
of the complainant, who carried on the business of a hatter, in which 
varnish of a most inflammable nature was used, as to render it ex- 
tremely dangerous, The defendant had been warned of the conse- 
quences, buc he refused to order the removal of the house, and the 
information was therefore issued ayainst him for toe purpose of com- 
pelling him, Mr. Hudson, of one of the insurance oflices, proved 
that the varnish used on the compiainant’s premises in the manufac- 
ture of hats was of a combustible nature, and which he considered 
came under the denomination of doubly hazardous. ‘Lhe magistrate 
decided that the defendant had not complied with the terms of the 
New Building Act, and that he mus therefore have his house taken 
down, ‘There were two other informations against the defendant for 
crec ing two other houses near the above premises and they were 
discharged, the defendant undertaking to have them demolished.

By 
the time they had reached the place several of the immediate neigh- 
bours were running from the front of the Premises, and as they ad- 
vanced to ascertain the cause of the alarm, the man Young came on 
to the threshhold wish his hinds covered with blood, and a table- 
knife in the left hand also smeared with gore, The constables seeing 
him armed with such a weapon, and fearing what had taken place 
from their previous knowledge of him, drew their truncheons and 
followed him into the house. He dashed upstairs to the first floor 
and when the officers reached the first Janding-place a most awful 
spectacle presented itself. he lifeless body of Mrs. Young lay 
with ter head almost severed from her body. She was lying ina 
pool of blood which had streamed from the wound completely down 
the stairs, The constables pursued Young into the front room, and 
bifore they had time to Secure him he Sharpened the knife by 
rubbing it up and down he stone-work round the fire-place, and 
standing before the looking-glass he drew the knife across his throat. 
When the officers entered the apartment he was standing in a 
stooping position behind the door, and bleeding from the wound he 
had inflicted in bis neck. Whilst he was lying on the floor the 
less body of the poor infant on the bed with its throat cut, the head 
hanging only by a smail piece of skin at the back. Several persons 
by this time came to the aid of the two constables, who seeing the 
man Young still ave and the other unfortunate vietims quire warm 
instantly dispaiened a messenger with all possible speed for the aid 
of a surgeon, who prom) tly attended, Rpt ki he reached the house 
A ihe man was-stiil alive, and 
was placed on the bed, but notwithstanding everything that medical

ALARMING Fine IN Greek Srreet, Sono.—On Tuesday night a 
fire broke out in the buildings occupied by Mr. Rogers, 59. Greek 
Street, Soho Square; Mr. Pierson, a cabinet-maker, Mr. James 
Walby, a boiler and steam-apparatus manufacturer, and Mr. W. 
Joelman, a schoolmaster: the Jews’ Indigent School was also held 
on one of the floors. It appears that the fire was first perceived by 
one of the neighbours raging in the fourth floor, tenanted by Mr. 
Rogers, An instant alarm was spread, and incelligence was sent to 
the engine-stations, but before a single engine had tune to arrive the 
flames had penetrated to the roof, and thev were ascending a consi- 
derable height. ‘he various engines of the London brigade, St 
Ann's parish, the County and West of England office, arcived at the 
scene in rapid succession, and plenty of water being at hand, about 
half-a-dozen of the machines were called into requisition, but owing 
to the immense size of the premises, it was with great difficulty that 
the firemen could find out the exact seat of the flames; meanwhile 
the fire continued to progress, and very speedily it travelled round 
the whole of the floor, doing serious damage to a vast number of va- 
luable frames and pieces of ancient carving, Some of the latter ar- 
ticles were stated, by one of the workmen, to belong to Lord Erskine 
and other noblemen, The firemen, by dint of great exertions, suc- 
ceeded in getting the flames subdued, but not until very serious 
damage was done to Mr. Rogers's stock in trade by fre and water, 
lhe roof is likewise partially ourned off, and the whole of the lower 
floors are saturated with water, ‘Ihe stock of Mr. Pierson is like- 
wise extensively damaged, and so are the Jews’ school and Mr. Joel- 
man’s academy. It could not be ascertained how the fire originated, 
None o? the parties, it is believed, are insured. 

Atarmina Fine.—On Monday morning, an alarming fire occur ed 
in Princes Street, Westminster, on the premises of Mr. E. Under- 
wood, beer-shopkeeper. Forty-nine of the assistants of the brigade 
force were empioyed to extinguish the fire, and several engines were 
engaged upon the occasion. Considerable damage was dune to the 
building aud the contents, both of which were materially injured, 
The adjoining houses were damaged. ‘The houses were insured in 
the Sun, Westminster, and Phoenix offices. Cause unknown, 

Suppen Dears. — Major M‘Arthur, of the East India Com. 
pany's service, died sudde: ly at his residence in the Albany, Picea- 
dilly, on Friday night. ‘The deceased, who was in his sixtieth year, 
was in excellent health and spirits on Friday, when he dined at his 
club; and on Saturday morning, when his servant went to call him, 
he was found lying lifeless on the floor of his bed-room. Dr. Peui- 
good was called in, and pronounced him to have been dead nine or 
ten hours. He had evidently expired while in the act of undressing, 
An inquest was heid on the body on Monday, and a verdict of death 
from natural causes returned.

Makına a Wixpow Tod nwAnnow.—Mléss Pardoe, in het “ Louis 
XI1V.,” gives the following anecdote :—~" Ori one occasion, the King 
went to examine into the progress of the pilace, accompanied by 
Louvois, when he remarked that a particular window was out of pro- 
portion, and did not harmonise with the rest; the minister, how: ver, 
jealous of his dignity as comptroller of the works, would not admit 
the objection, but maintained that it was perfectly similar tod the 
others. ‘he King made no reply; but on the following day Le re- 
turned to Trianon, and desired Le Notre to declare his opinion as to 
the size of the disputed window, Le Notre, fearful of offending 
either the monarch or his minister, endeavoured to give an evasive 
answer, upon which Louis commanded him to measure it carefully, 
and he was reluctantly compelled to obey; Louvois, meanwhiie, 
murmuring at the pertnacity of the King, and Louis himse f walking 
to and tro in great irritation, The result of the trial proved that the 
window was too small; and the mona ch had no sooner ascertained 
the fact, than he turned angrily to his minister, declaring that he was 
becoming weary of his obstinacy, and that it was fortunate he had 
superintended the work himself. or the building would have been 
crooked. As this scene had taken place in the presence of both 
courtiers and workmen, Louvois was deeply stung; and on entering 
his own house, he exclaimed furiously, ‘Ll am lost if I do not find 
some occupation for a man who can interest himself in such trifles, 
There is nothing but a war which can divert him from his buildings, 
and war he shall have. J will soon make him abandon his trowel.’ 
He kept his word, and Europe was once more plunged into a general 
war, because a window had been made a few inches too narrow, and 
that a king had convicted a minister of error,” 

A Srone Barner over tax Ruiwe.—The exertions which France 
has made, of late, to deve ope her system of communication, be it by 
the way of roads or canals, are leading to a proportionate exertion on 
the other side of the Rhine; and the necessity of a west-easterly 
communication. uniting Paris with the interior of Germany, is every 
day more felt. For this purpose, a permanent bridge over the Rhine 
(be it at Mannheim or Maynz) is of absolute necessity; and the plan 
lately laid before the common council of the latier city by Mr. 
Becker, painter to the court of Darmstadt, seems to be one corre- 
sponding with, and adequate to, its purpose. It is to be of stone, 
The arches to be of a height permitting the passing of steam and 
even sailing boats. Another difficulty is the necessary passing of the 
railway over it. This, Mr. Becker intends to accomplish by sus- 
pending a wooden framework on the upper part of the stone pillars 
(of which there will be twenty-vight), while the upper arching of the 
bridge would serve for the general traflic, The bridge would lead 
from the Weisenau Lager, one mile above the city, to the left corner 
of the Mayn embouchure. By this position, several advantages 
wouid be accomplished. The arches, being nearly on a level with 
the hill near the Weisenau Lager, would not impede either naviga- 
tion or raftage (Fidsserey); they would, moreover, not be subject to 
the drifting of the Maynz ice in the spring season, If the founda- 
tions of the pillars were to be laid in the same way, as has been done 
in the Lagune Bridge at Venice, each pillar, with the vaulting, could 
be made at about 50,000 fl. (50002.) If the wooden structure of the 
railway and the suspending apparatus (Hiingewerk) be estimated at 
200,000 il., the whole bridge, with its twenty-eight pillars, would 
cause an expense of about two millions of florins. But as the tolls 
and other dues of the present pontoon bridge at Maynz even yield 
80,000f1,, which is the 4 per cent. interest ofthe above sum, the ad- 
vantages of a stone bridge would much increase this revenue, in 
which calculation the increase of traffic by this centre of the east- 
western rail line is not to be lost sight of, ‘The costs are proposed 
to be divided in equal parts, between the Hesse Darmstadt govern- 
ment, the municipality of Maynz, the German League at Frankfort, 
and the West- Eastern Railway Company, 

Pore Pius rue Ninru.— To him who now wears the tiara, a noble 
mission is confided. Gregory the Sixteenth, with alt his resistance, 
prejudices, and alarms, Delongs to the times that were, Pius the 
Ninth has entered upon his high position with a true appreciation of 
the wants — the claims of the age. If he can resist the pernicious 
influences that will beset him, there will be no bounds to his popu- 
lari y and power, not only in the states of ltaly, but throughout 
Catholic Christianity. His disposition to advance will be favourably 
conirasted with the determination to stand still, which was the law of 
his predecessor, ‘Ttaly wants a sovereign who shall be the recipient 
of the public love and Rome has stili links enough binding her to 
all the states around to give an intelligent pontiff an immense au- 
thority, The other day I received from an ltalian Jady a letter 
written on a sheet, at the top of which, engraved in gold, was a por- 
trait of the present Pope, See!” smd she; “it is thus we com- 
municate with one another, thus that we convey our gratitude for 
what the holy father is doing — our expectations of what he still may 
do.” Under the guidance of a cultivated and civilised spirit, Rome 
itself may awaken from its slumbers, It has still within it some of 
the intellectual elements which made it great and glorious. Let any 
man cross the city into the Trans- Tiberian quarter (‘Trastavere), and 
wateb the countenances of those who still represent the citizens of 
ancient Rome — that portion of the population which is believed to 
have escaped the fusion which the various races which have from 
time to time invaded, possessed, and peopled the Italian provinces ; 
in the whole of that community, in the women espec ally, he wilt find 
much to admire, and will not easily believe that any great degeneracy 
can have corrupted such a nob'e race, And it may be laid down as a 
safe position, that where sourd minds and tine physical powers are 
presi ried, there is no cause to despair of the redemption of notions. 
I'he seeds of greatness have vot been wholly trampled down in Rome 
itself; there is still fire in the ashes. —Dy. Bowring. 

Povynestan Hosverarrry,—'Phe Poiynesians carry their hospita- 
lity to an amazing extent. Let a native of Waiuar, the westernmost 
part of Taniti, make bis appearance as a traveller at Partoowye, the 
most easternly village of Iinceo, though a perfect stranyer, the in- 
habitants on all sides accost him at their doorways, inviting him to 
enter, and make hia self at home. But the traveller passes on ex- 
amining every house wtentively, until, at last, he pauses before. one 
which suits him, and then exclaiming, “ Ah, ena maitai” (this one 
will do, I think), be steps in, and makes himself perfectly at ease 
flinging bimself upon the mats, and very probably calling for a niey 
young coroa-nut, and a piece of toasted bread-fruit, sliced thin and 
done brown, Curious to relate, however, should a stranger carrying 
it thus bravely be afterward discovered to be without a house of his 
own, why, he miy thenceforth go a-begging for his lodgings. The 
“karhowrees,” or shite men, are exceptions to this rule. dbus it is 
precisely as in civilised countries; where those who have houses and 
lands are incessantly bored to death with invitations to come ard 
live in other people's houses, while many a poor gentleman who inks 
the seams of his coat, and to whem the like invitation wouid be really 
acceptable, may go and sue for it, But to the credit of the ancient 
‘Tahitians, it should here be observed, that this blemish upon their 
hospitality is only of reeent origin, and was wholly unknown in old 
times, 

Imtrative Power iN Binns.—So strong is the imitative power of 
birds, that a canary who has been taught to pipe, having heard a 
chaffinch that daily sung in a tree near the window where the cave 
was hung, learnt his note ina few days, omitting at that time the air 
he had been accustomed to sing, At the end of the spring, alter 
having been removed from the neighbourhocd of the chefliuch, he re- 
sumed the air as before. A nestling nightingale also learnt the notes 
of a hedge-sparrow that sung near it, for want of other sounds to imi- 
tate, and it was extraordinary to hear the gentle, although agreable 
warble of the latter, attuned to the full compass and power of the 
nightinga'e, ‘The effect was most pleasing, although, of course A t 
equal to the natural notes of ihis bird, not one of which he retai d 
Indeed, manv birds are almost, if not entirely, imitative, and i a x 
fault of hearing the parent bird, borrow the notes of athers Sep.

TROUT FISHING. 


The minor details have not been less carefully attended to. The 
first divisions are those of parts, such as hunting or fishing ; then 
chapters, to introduce the natural history of the creatures which are 
the objects of the sport; sections, which contain the systematic divi- 
sions of the whole race of such creatures; and subsections, which 
treat of each species of that race. All these are arranged in num- 
bered paragraphs, so that the reference to any subject, or portion of a 
subject, may be made in the most easy manner, 

Six hundred engravings adorn the volume, and are at once artistic 
and illustrative. The sketches of animals by “ Tom Landseer” are 
full of vigour, and marked by even more than his usual truthfulness 
of character. ‘The sports and miscellaneous cuts have 
been drawn by William Dickes, a gentleman favour- 
ably known to the public as the draughtsman to the 
Abbotsford illustrated edition of Walter Scott's works, 
Thev exhibit a rare anxiety to convey with clearness 
the full amount of information sought to be explained 
by the author, and as indispensable accompaniments 
they have nothing to be desired. Our selection of ex- 
amples are taken at random from the treatises devoted 
to the Art of Angling. 

The work we have thus noticed is the first of the 
kind, and as “gentle April” introduces us to the game 
of cricket, and is in other respects to be regarded as 
the harbinger of manly sports, we trust. that many will 
be disposed to become wise as well as merry, and 
learn for themselves that this splendid volume fully 
answers the description which its name conveys. ‘To 
the friends of* the turf it would appear to be ins 
dispensable, 

The following abridged account of the salmon fish- 
enes presents a fair and interesting example of the 
author's style :— 

“ The salmon fisheries, as an article of commerce, cannot but in- 
terest as weli the public at large, as the observant fisherman in parti- 
cular, Neither is the general angler unconnected with them, 
consequently some cursorv notice of the subject cannot be deemed 
Irrelevant, “The salmon, be it observed, owes little to man; we are 
altogether its debtors, It does not prey on the produce of the soil, 


tenant; the latter are neither allowed by law, nor acknowledged be- 
tween lessor and lessee, nor are they considered fair in a sporting 
sense. 

“ In the river fishing for salmon, nets of various forms, construc- 
tion, and dimensions are necessary, as the river may be wide or 
shallow, or, as it may be, within or without the reach of the tides, 
The seine, or long draught net, is in general use; but its texture 
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rivers and fresh water lakes, and its visitations being commonly made 
to the resorts quitted the preceding year, render it, as it were, private 
property. Such, indeed, it is considered ; and the prices for which 
those fisheries are let, and the care with which they are preserved, are 
a sufficient proof of the estimation in which they are held. 

«The migrations of salmon are irregular in regard to time. The 
discrepancies of the accounts with reference to the appearance of 


them in different rivers, afford a full proof that they are influenced 
by circumstances which do not operate at different places at the same 
time; and that therefore to state a precise period when salmon uni- 
versally run, as it is termed, or, in other words, ascend the rivers from 
the sea in search of a convenient spot to deposit their spawn, be; 
tokens an ignorance in the generalisation of facts, and occasions 
error and confusion. It appears, however, that a few enter the rivers 
in the early spring months; as the summer advances the numbers 
increase, and the spawning continues, In the autumn they are:pros 
paring to return, and the winter finds them retired to the sea. This 
is the general order; but it admits of much latitude in point of time, 
and great anomalies are not unfrequent, A 

“ T'he season of perfection in the salmon, therefore, far from being 
definite, is liable to the operation of the same cau-es which influence 
them to leave the sea for the fresh water. Thus the salmon of some 
rivers are said to be in season while the milt and roe are in advance 
but not fully perfected, when those of other rivers are either past the 


period of perfection, or not yet arrived at it. A latitude is thus oc- 
casioned of even three or four months, and hence we may readily 
account for the different and conflicting statements of those who at- 
tempt to fix precise times and seasons for this perfection, According 
to the general testimony of most witnesses examined before the 
House of Commons at Varivus times, November, December, and 
January are the principal spawning months; consequently these 
months cannot be vroper for the exercise of the angl r’s amusement ; 
such are the anomalies and such the discrepancies that, as already 
observed, no regular period can be determined on. Mr. Proudfoot 
states that he has in some seasons seen the female salmon very large 
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in the latter end of August, and frequently in September and Octo- 
ber they have been so fuli of roe and milt as to be unmarketable, 

“ The nature of the situation renders the methods employed in the 
taking of salmon liable to much variety. ‘hese pracsices may bè 
divided into legitimate and illegitimate ; ‘the former are those recog- 


nised by lawyand by the understanding between the landlord and

varies according to the size and nature of the other fish beside 
salmon which frequent it, as salmon-peals, trout, mullets, and other 
small sized fish, which are in some rivers very commonly taken with 
salmon. Here, therefore, a small meshed net is used, while another 
with more depth and wider meshes is retained, to be used during 
high water and strong currents, when the larger salmon do not fail to 
hasten upwards, and the same strength of hands which is able to 
draw a close shell on it, can work a deeper one with wider meshes. 
In wide rivers with flat shores a yariety of nets are required of differ- 
ent lengths as well as depths, to suit every height and width of the 
water. 

“The salmon is also caught with the spear, which they dart into 
him as he swims near the surface of the water, Graham, a farmer of 
a fishery at Whitehaven, uses the spear for taking this fish in a 
curious and novel manner, which he appropriately calls salmon 
hunting. The time for this sport is when the tide is out, which leaves 
the fish in shallow water, interrupted by sea banks near the mouth of 
the river, or inlets upon the shore, where the water is from one to four 
or five feet deep. Armed with a three pointed barbed Spear, having 
a shaft fifteen feet long, Graham on horseback gallops belly deep 
into those pools, which show, by the ayitation of the water, that there 
are salmon in them, He makes ready his spear, and having over- 
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taken a fish, he strikes it with almost unerring aim: by a twist of the 
hand, he then raises it to the surface of the water, turns his horse's 
head to the shore, and forces on the salmon to dry land. © His 
father was the inventor of this extraordinary method of fishing for 
salmon. 

“ Salmon are likewise taken by what is termed leistering, or burning

the water. ‘This practice consists in attracting the salmon by means 
of a candle and lantern, and sometimes of lighted wisps of straw, 
and in then endeavouring to strike them with a Spear or leister. This 
unhatlowed practice is noticed in Mr. Lockhart'’s © Life of Sir 
Walter Scott,’ on an occasion when the great bard was present, Mr. 
Skeen, who accompanied the party, relates how Sir Walter fill over 
the gunwale of the vessel, and that, had it not been For his assistance, 
he would have made an awkwird dive of it, Indged, at no time is 
this burning of tne water, as it is called, engaged in without some 
hazard, for large salmon are usually to be met with in pools of great 
depth, which, however, it is not easy to es imate with precision by the 
light of a torch, ‘Thus, when one of th ` persons en- 

gaged discovers a fish, and makes a determined thrust 
at him with his leister or spear, he is very likely to make 
a false calculation of the depth, when, intending by a 
desperate lunge to transfix the salmon. he plunges heels 
over head into the depth beiow, and tne impecus thus 
given to the boat sends it to a distance that frequently 
deprives the adventurer of assistance. If, on the cone 
trary, he has correctly judged his depth, and has trans- 
fixed the fish, nothing more is required than to h-ul it 
up, and to stun it with a blow on the back of the head, 
which will have the effect of crimping it. We have 
frequentiy heard the northern fishers speak rapturously 
of the animation excited by a leistering party; and 
without doubt, toa thorough sportsman, the scene must 
be most animatiny, The fall of the leaf is the favourite 
time for its practice, but we believe that it hag been 
lately put down by law. In rivers not very deep, a

Smarr Houses Dear Ones.—It is a great error in a working 
man, with a large family, to think that he can save money by taking 
asmali house. He crowds his poor children into miserable rooms, 
It is not long before disease shows itself, Perhaps one of the chidren 
dies of convulsions, another falls into ‘ill-health, or scarlet fever, or 
measles break out among them; or, worst than all, typhus fever 
appears and carries off its victims, When these things take place, 
p ople are apt to blame anything rather than the light thing for their 
misfortunes. ‘hey will tell you that they have had a great deal of 
trouble, and perhaps they have had to apply to the parish, because 
the facher is in the fever ward; but they have forgotten, all the time 
that they themselves have been the cause of the evil. The great 
Creator never made human beings’ to be able to bear this kind of 
crowding. He intended that all his creatures should have room 
enough and fresh air enough ; and it is utterly impos-ible for man to 
neglect the law for his existence, without suffering for his neglect. 
Remember, that the present frightful fever, which is destroying so 
many people in Liverpool, arises to a great extent from overcrowding 
of houses by the Irish poor? Overcrowding of houses produces 
also fearful moral evils. We would ask any father or mother to 
think, what must be the result to their children: from sleeping in 
the same room with grown up people of all sexes and ages? ‘This 
abominable habit prevails to a preat extent among the working 
classes, and it is high time that it was abolished. Poverty has very 
little to do with it in many cases, The matter has been inquired 
into, and we are afraid that bad habits aud want of thought have 
more to do with it than poverty has. What would you think of a 
family with 2/. 2s, a week, consisting of father and mother, a married 
son and his wife, a grown-up daughter and two sons, all sleeping in 
the same room on three beds? What has Poverty to do with such 
an occurrence as this? And yet there are many cases far worse. 
It is like a man with 25s. or 30s. a week tr ing to rear a family in 
a cellar for the purpose of saving Money, Desna upon it, that the 
dearest of all houses, both for health and morals, is' the house in 
which you are obliged to crowd yourselves together. You are cer- 
tain to pay more than the difference of rent in the illness and moral 
injury your families will suffer,

age. The adage that “ Home-keeping youths have ever homely 
wits,” has alarmed society, and inspired everybody with a desire to 
avoid the imputation. — Fitty years'ago it was a merit to have made

and a visit to Florence and Naples. Nowa days, it is a reproach 
not to have made personal acquaintance with the whole of France,

Tue Norta Pore.—At the last meeting of the Geographical 
Society, a paper was read on the best means of reaching ‘he norih 
pole, by Admiral F. Wrangel. After detailing the various dangers 
and difficulties inseparably connected with polar navigation, and enu- 
merating the many expeditions sent from this country, amounting to 
fifty-eight, from the time of John Canot, in 1497, to that under the 
command of Back, in 1836, whose chief object was the discovery ôf a 
shorter passage to the Pacific by the N.W. or N.E. channel, the 
writer enunciates his on idea as to the most facile mode of reaching 
that invisible point of the earth, the North Pole. 4* My hy pothesis,” 
he says, “is founded on facts coliected during a three years’ naviga- 
tion in a sea whose depth is not more than taenty-two fathoms, and 
which is landlocked on the south by the Siberian coast, and thus de- 
fended from the winds and waves over a ‘pace of 180 degrees of the 
compass. The norihernmo:t point of Greenlard, Smith's Sound, 
seen by Captain Ross, is in lat. 77 deg. 55min. N ; and in lat. 
76 deg. 29 min., on the island of Wolstenholme, there is a village of 
Esquimaux., Taking all this into consid: ration, my opinion may 
be expressed in the followinz plan:—The ships of the expedition 
should winter near the Esquimaux village, under the 77th parallel, 
on the western coast of Greenland. ‘There should be previously 
despatched to this point, in a separate party, ten narty (a particular 
kind of sledge), with dogs, and active and courageous drivers ; like- 
wise an ample supply of stores and provisions. In the autumn, as 
soon as the water Irii zes, the expedition should procved from Smith’s 
Sound. 
Greenland, or in the valleys between the mountains, a convenient 
place for depositing a partof the provisions, In February, the expe- 
dition might advance towards that place, and in the beginning of 
March anoiher station, two degrees farther north, might be establisned. 
From this last point the polar detachment of the expedition would 
proceed, during March. over the ice, without leaving the coasts, de- 
Viating as little as possible from tne line of the meridian. A part of 
the men. dogs, and provisions should await its return at the last sta- 
tion, ‘Tne expedition, to reach the pole and to return, must traverse 
in a direct line nearly 1200 miles, or, ineluding all deviations, not 
above 1530; which is very practicable with well-constructed sledges,
